The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting §& 
ane 26, which has not been iome- 
steaded, or reserved to provide weod 
lots for gettlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of 4 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter see- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the laut to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
ateader desires, le may, op applica- 
tion te the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in whion the land is
